Teachers take vote. 


may strike district

Romulus teachers have voted to 
go on strike unless negotiators for 
the Romulus Board of Education 
make "substantial changes” in their 
last offer to the Romulus Education 
Association (REA). 

Chris Powers, chief negotiator for 
the REA, said that the teachers 
group voted 149-121 Monday evening 
to authorize the negotiation team to 
call a walk out to back up contract 
demands made onthe board. 

"We asked for the vote after the 
board stayed with the same offer it 
made Sept. 1 to get us back to work,” 
Mrs. Powers said. "Unless there is 
some movement, there could be a 
strike.” 

Mrs. Powers added that the two 
sides in the negotiations are ap- 
proximately $380,000 apart in 
reaching economic settlement of the 
new pact. 

"The teachers agreed to go back 
to work Sept. 1 because the board 
indicated it would make some 
movement toward settlement,” 
Mrs. Powers said. "But the last offer 
has been i/nchahged since that time,

Friday is the day 
for the official school attendance 
census which is used to determine 
the amount of state aid the district 
will receive during the coming year. 

State a id is based on a tax levy and 
student population formula, with aid 
increasing as the population in- 
creases. 

Mrs. Powers said she is not 
discouraged by the relatively close 
vote by 270 teachers, since some 
voiced a determination to strike 
immediately rather than wait for 
another mediation session. 

"The membership is in support of 
the action, and that’s what’s im- 
portant,” Mrs. Powers said. "I think 
the Board of Education has received 
the message.”

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Encephalitis shouldn't cause panic

Despite the alarm raised in 
Windsor and its environs about the 
danger of encephalitis to residents, 
persons in the area should not panic, 
according to the chief microbiologist 
for the People’s Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA). 

George Feamehough, who 
operates microbiology labs for the 
PCHA hospitals, including An- 
napolis in Wayne and Beyer 
Memorial in Ypsilanti, said the 
danger of catching encephalitis is 
reason for concern but not irrational 
alarm. 

"We have noticed an unusual 
number of cases of St. Louis en- 
cephalitis in the midwestem region 
recently,” Fearnehough said. "But

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there is no need for panic. 

"This is the time of year when 
encephalitis most often strikes, 
because it is most commonly carried 
by mosquitoes in this area, and 
mosquitoes are breeding now. 

"But chances are relatively small 
that the disease will be caught by 
any one individual.” 

Statistically, the chances are 
greater for individuals in the area to 
suffer injury or death in an 
automobile accident during the next 
few weeks than of catching the 
disease. 

Encephalitis is a disease of the 
brain tissue caused by a virus most 
commonly carried by mosquitoes. 
The damage caused by the disease is 
due to an inflammation of the brain 
tissue, and its severity depends on a 
number of factors, including the 
strength and numbers of the virus 
attacking the brain, and the 
patient’s ability to resist the disease. 

Although they are hard to find, 
according to Fearnehough, there are 
many individuals who may have 
caught the disease, fought it off and 
suffered no incapacitation. 

"We have found people being 
examined for other problems who 
have antibodies in their system 
which are designed to fight the 
disease virus,” Fearnehough said. 
"Having the antibodies indicates 
that the person at one time or 
another was exposed to the disease, 
and may have even caught it.” 

The reason many may not even 
report having the disease is because 
its symptoms in a mild case are 
similar to a fatigue headache — 
headache, neck ache and back ache. 

In more severe cases, a victim 
may pass out or suffer from con- 
fusion In the most severe cases, the 
victim lapses into a coma, and could 


suffer permanent brain damage or 
death. 

At least one area resident, a 
football player on the Belleville High 
School varsity team, has contracted 
the disease. 

Doctors report that Keith 
Breithaupt suffered from 


meningitis, a more specific term for 
a form of encephalitis. \ 
Although there is no cure for most 
forms of encephalitis, according to 
Fearnehough, bedrest and good 
nursing care are prescribed to limit 
the danger of suffering damage 
from the disease. 


Residents can limit chances of 
catching the disease by limiting 
their contact with mosquitoes during 
the next few weeks, according to 
Fearnehough. 

Persons should avoid going out-of- 
doors in dawn and dusk hours when 
mosquitoes are most active. If a 


person should go out, they should 
wear protective clothing which 
covers most of their body and use an 
insect repellant to discourage the 
insects from lighting. 

In addition, a person should keep 
his resistance up by avoiding* 
fatigue. 


Expert claims bug spraying 
'little value ' this time of year 


If there is a danger of encephalitis 
in this area, it may be because of 
groundwork laid in the spring. 

According to George Fear- 
nehough, the Chief microbiologist 
for the Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA), mosquitoes 
which carry the disease today were 
bred primarily in the spring-time 
rains. t 

"Some areas are taking 
precautions against the disease by 
spraying now,” Fearnehough said. 
"But that will prove to be of limited 
value, because the time to get a 
mosquito is in the spring, when you 
can get at breeding grounds, and not 
in the fall, when the insects are 
spread all around.” 

Combatting encephalitis, actually 
an inflamation of the brain caused 
by certain virus strains carried by 
mosquitoes in most cases, is similar 
to combatting yellow fever — 
another mosquito-borne disease 

"The mosquito is part of the 


disease cycle, and if the cycle is 
broken, the disease is stopped.” 
Feamehough said. 

In the late 19th and early 20th 
century, particularly during the 
Spanish-American War and the 
construction of the Panama Canal, 
yellow fever was the scourge of 
tropical areas The disease finally 
was controlled when through the 
efforts of skilled epidimologists, 
including Dr Walter Reed, the 
mosquito was discovered as the 
carrier, and the insect was 
eradicated. 

According to Fearnehough. the St. 
Louis form of the disease, which has 
received the most media attention 
recently, can be controlled in the 
same manner. 

Encephalitis actually is a broad 
term for an inflamation of the brain 

The most commonly known forms 
of encephalitis are poliomyelitis, 
which killed and crippled hundreds 


of thousands of individuals until a 
vaccine was discovered by Dr 
Jonas Salk, and meningitis. 

In the case of polio, the in- 
fiamation of the brain would spread 
to the spinal column, and destroy 
motor nerves which in turn would 
cause paralysis 

In the case of meningitis, the 
disease settles i n the meninges of the 
brain. 

Different strains of virus cause 
each form of encephalitis. 

The virus for the St. Louis strain of 
the disease lives one part of its life 
cycle in the systems of birds and 
reptiles, and another part in certain 
insects, particularly the mosquito, 
and only certain species of the 
mosquito 

The disease becomes dangerous to 
man when he is injected with the 
virus, w hich has a tendency to move 
to the central nervous system, and 
cause inflamation. 


Feamehough said that residents 
shouldn't be greatly concerned 
about the medical term of an 
"epidemic” of the disease hitting 
areas of the country, because the 
term refers to the relative incidence 
of the disease 

"This is the time of the year when 
encephalitis is most likely to strike,” 
Fearnehough said "It becomes an 
epidemic when more cases than 
normal are recorded in the region 
"An example these days is polio. 
An epidemic of the disease in the 
Detroit area would be; two or three 
cases now 

"Such an instance would be a 
cause for concern, and show the 
need to take precautions, but isn't a 
reason for panic ” 

Fearnehough speculates that 
encephalitis may be making the 
news these days because it is not 
common to this area of the country

means a try for the 
governorship in 1978. 

“If 1 run for higher of- 
fice, it definitely will be for 
governor,” he added. “I’m 
not interested in the U.S. 
Senate. If 1 do that, I’m 
talking about two years of 
total effort running for 
governor. In four years my 
youngest son will be 
graduating from high 
school. If I go through the 
campaign then I’ve lost 
that period of time” 

There are skeptics who 
only will believe Crim if 
and when he decides 
irrevocably not to run. 
They point to his years in 
politics and all the hard 
work he has invested in 
reaching his current 
position. His handling of 
legislation in the House this 
year has made him the 
clear favorite, at least 
among legislative 
Democrats, if he runs for 
the gubernatorial 
nomination in 1978.

after tiring of the incessant 
demands on his time. 

“If all that was involved 
was the title, it would be a 
whole different thing,” 
Crim said “People don’t 
think back of the title of all 
the work that is involved. 

“It boils down to whether 
I want a more relaxed life 
and financial stability,” he 
said. “It is a serious and 
agonizing time for me. I 
know I like politics, but at 
the same time it’s taking 
its tolL I don’t know if I 
would like being out of 
politics.”

my wife, Paula, and my 
son, Eric,” Dahlstrom 
said. “I hate to leave the 
race now, but I’ve found 
more room at a smaller 
rent, and have to be in by 
the first week in October.” 

Dahlstrom, who finished 
13th in the council race said 
he sought apartments 
within the city, but found 
the rent either prohibitive 
or the landlords objecting 
to children. 

‘‘It’s really ironic, but 
I’m just moving across 
Inkster Road from 
Romulus into a new place,” 
Dahlstrom said. ‘‘That’s 
the closest I could find to 
the city.” 

An employee of the 
Romulus Board of 
Education, Dahlstrom is a 
13-year resident of the city 
and has been active in 
some of the city’s civic 
clubs, including the Key 
Club of the Romulus 
Kiwanis. 

Romulus City Clerk 
Leonard Folmar, who 
received a letter from 
Dahlstrom detailing his 
reasons for withdrawing, is 
researching city and state 
election laws to determine 
whether the candidate’s 
name must appear on the 
ballot. 

If Dahlstrom’s name is 
removed from the ballot, 
only 13 candidates will be 
on the November general 
election ballot. There is no 
provision in the law, ac- 
cording to Folmar, 
to replace a candidate’s 
name with another can- 
didate who was not chosen 
in the top 14 in the primary.

BIG STORY 


The Enterprise-Roman is committed to bringing the 
Bicentennial closer to our readers. And as part of that 
effort, a series, "The Michigan Big Story," will be 
published weekly. The 76-part series includes topics which 
contributed to the shaping and direction of the State of 
Michigan. The impact which this series is certain to have 
will provide a legacy for future generations of readers as 
they look back on what we did to celebrate the Bicen- 
tennial in Michigan, according to the Michigan Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission.

DETROIT (Jan. 5, 1837) — The Michigan Legislature 
today received a plan for free public education from Supt. 
of Public Instruction Dr. John Pierce. 

The plan, over two years in the making now will be 
studied by the Legislature. 

The basic idea for a centralized educational system 
follows a recently published study of the Prussian 
educational structure. 

Dr. Pierce noted the main points of the plan, "When 
admitted to this Union, as we daily expect, we will have the 
only statewide department of education, under a 
superintendent whose sole concern is education," he said. 

Pierce added that state funding and a library in each 
district are two other unprecedented elements of the 
as proposed.

When asked about state control, Pierce replied "con- 
tinuance of a republic such as ours depends on educating 
all of our citizens. This can only be done through a free 
system of State supported education, of good quality and 
open to all, rich or poor."

Michigan’s nearly 600 
kindergarten - 12 and non - 
kindergarten-12 school 
districts will receive their 
full state school aid 
allotments for the 1975-76 
school year, according to 
the State Board of 
Education. 

The state board said a 
ruling by Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley will make 
it unnecessary to withhold 
approximately $7 million in 
State School Aid funds 
from local school districts. 

Kelley last week ruled 
that the proposed 
withholding of 1 percent of 
General Fund ap- 
propriations as a con- 
tingency reserve was 
unconstitutional. 

“As a result of the At- 
torney General’s ruling, we 
are processing October 
state aid payments to local 
school districts at the full 
amount appropriated by 
the Legislature,” a state 
board spokesman said. 

The state board said the 
October school aid 
payment will be made in 
two payments — Oct. 1 and 
Nov. 1 — and that bi- 
monthly payments will be 
resumed in December. 

Normally, state school 
aid checks are sent to 


school districts six times a 
year but the October 
payment is being split into 
two payments because of 
the state’s cash flow 
problems.

Stop signs blamed for rapid fuel usage 


Western Wayne County 
residents, wondering 
where the gas in their car is 
going can curse stop signs 
for the rapid fuel con- 
sumption. 

According to the 
Automobile Club of 
Michigan (AAA), the 
elimination of one un- 
necessary traffic stop daily 
for each of the state’s 
approximately 5.95 million 


motorists could save more 
than 17 million gallons of 
gasoline annually and 
reduce the cost by $11 
million yearly. 

“Needless stop signs and 
traffic lights not switched 
to flashing yellow phases 
during off-peak travel 
times not only are wasting 
fuel, but costing drivers 
valuable commuting time

Growing Michigan 
communities won’t have to 
wait for the next federal 
census in 1980 to receive 
their fair share of state tax 
dollars under legislation 
recently signed into law. 

A new law incorporates a 
proposal to permit the 
distribution of state aid to 
local units of government 
based on a special census, 
conducted between federal 
decennial tallies. 

“Without this provision, 
growing communities 
would continue to receive 
state aid based on the 
federal census of 1970 until 
the next federal census is 
taken in 1980,” said Sen. 
William Faust (D-13th 
District). “Unfortunately, 
most communities can’t 
afford to wait until 1980 to 
receive funds needed now 
to provide the expanded 
services required by 
population increases. 

“Growth demands im- 
mediate funding to provide 
more police and fire 
protection, more sewers, 
more schools, more 
^sophisticated systems of 
administration. 


Faust pointed out that 
many communities he 
represents now receive 
state aid based on the 1970 
federal census, despite 
large population increases. 

“The population of 
Taylor, for example, in- 
creased more than 26 
percent between 1970 and 
1973, yet Taylor still 
receives state aid based on 
its 1970 population of 
70,020,” he added. 

During that same period, 
the population of Canton 
Township increased 98.6 
percent, Belleville, 44.6 
percent; Van Buren 
Township, 36.8 percent; 
Northville Township, 28.1 
percent and Romulus 
Township, 15.8 percent. 

Under the new law, 
cities, villages and 
townships can become 
eligible for increased state 
aid if the local unit of 
government conducts a 
special census which shows 
that the population of the 
community has increased 
by at least 15 percent since 
the last census.

bills,*’ said Arthur C. 
Gibson, manager of AAA’s 
Safety and Traffic 
Engineering Department. 

Gibson recommended 
that state, county and local 
highway officials begin a 
concentrated effort to 
eliminate needless stop 
signs and improve traffic 
light synchronization. AAA 
traffic engineers presently 
are conducting inventories 
of traffic control devices in 
several Michigan com- 
munities to determine their 
effectiveness. 

Recent AAA studies in 
the Detroit suburbs of 
Berkley and Huntington 
Woods showed that ap- 
proximately 260 un- 


necessary 4-way stop signs 
wasted 300,000 gallons of 
fuel in stop-and-go driving 
last year at a cost to 
motorists of between 
$150,000 and $180,000. 

“These stop signs, which 
should be either phased out 
or changed to yield 
designations, also caused 
29,000 motorist stops that 
added 93,000 hours behind 
the wheel last year,” 
Gibson said. 

He added that it takes 
.00815 gallons of gas to slow 
a vehicle from 25 miles per 
hour to a stop and ac- 
celerate again to 25. Un- 
needed idling consumes 
even more fuel. 

“If every Michigan 
motorist makes just one 


unnecessary’ stop each day, 
this wastes more than 
48,000 gallons of fuel, which 
at the current statewide 
average of more than 62 
cents a gallon costs drivers 
an added $30,000,” Gibson 
pointed out.

The delay in con- 
struction ot*a new runway 
in Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport in Romulus may 
show that the extra runway 
is not needed. 

According to Jerrold 
Fadem, the attorney who 
won a permanent in- 
junction against con- 
struction of a new nor- 
theast-southwest runway in 
the airport until the Wayne 


County Road Commission 
files both a master plan for 
the airport and an en- 
vironmental impact 
statement on the effects of 
both that master plan and 
the construction of the 
runw'ay, has informed 
Romulus officials that the 
trend in aviation shows 
there never may be a need 
for airport expansion. 

Fadem informed the

officials at a strategy 
meeting that the Road 
Commissions justification 
for constructing a new 
runway to the U S District 
Court judge who issued the 
permanent injunction was 
that a second instrumented 
runway was needed to 
handle increasing traffic. 

But, according to 
Fadem. the Wayne County 
Road Commission s own 
figures show that both 
passenger need and flights 
have decreased at the 
airport steadily during the 
past five years. 

‘‘The original 
justification for the runway 


was to aid in meeting a 
projected increase in 
traffic,” Fadem told the 
officials. “But with the fuel 
crisis and the increasing 
size of aircraft, the number 
of flights has decreased, 
resulting in less, not more 
demand.” 

Despite the trend in flight 
needs, Fadem expects 
some move by the Road 
Commission to restart 
construction on the extra 
runway. 

“1 expect something to 
break within four to six 
months,” he said “We 
should be prepared to fight 
then.”

Most communities in 
Wayne County apparently 
aren’t interested in a 
county-wide 911 emergency 
dialing system, and 
discussion of such an idea 
has been put aside in- 
definitely by the Public 
Safety and Judiciary 
Committee of the Wayne 
County Board of Com- 
missioners. 

After a year-long study 
and survey of the 43 
communities involved, the 
lack of interest became 
apparent through 
responses to a question- 
naire, sent by the com- 
mittee. Only 36 out of the 43 
cities and townships in the 
county responded, 
although questionnaires 
were sent to as many as 
three officials in some 
communities. 

With surveys sent to 
mayors, police and fire 
chiefs, 29 communities said 
they were not interested 
and 24 said no future 
meetings should be 
scheduled to even consider 
it. 

Many of those polled 
questioned the reliability of 
such an interconnected 
system and cited technical 
reasons for their un- 
willingness to join. 

Administrative problems 
also concerned several 
cities and township of- 
ficials that responded 
They foresaw com- 
plications with jurisdic- 
tions and responsibility. 
Cost was another 
prohibitive factor cited by 
communities not wanting 
the service. 

The 911 system, 
available already in some 
Wayne County cities, in- 
cluding Wayne, is an 
emergency service 
provided in conjunction 
with the telephone com- 
pany whereby residents 
simply can dial 911 to be 
connected with police, fire 
and rescue services

This is a tour of south- 
west Michigan for anytime 
from now through the end 
of October, could leave 
travelers a bit tipsy. 

The 100-mile circular 
tour starts at Paw Paw and 
rambles throuoh the heart 
of Michigan’s grape- 
growing region, with stops 
at six wineries, offering 
free samples. 

The journey through 
wooded countryside takes 
tourists past dozens of 
roadside fruit stands, 
where much of the produce 
sold is picked fresh from 
nearby farms and or- 
chards. By making the trip 
during Sept. 18-21, visitors 
also can enjoy Paw Pa**r * 
annual Grape and Winery 
Festival and perhaps try 
some grape-stomping as 
part of the Oktaberfest- 
style celebratioa 

If seeing the grape 
harvest is a main goal, then 
follow this route either in 
the last two weeks of 
September or the first 
week of October. To view 
fall color, aim for the last 
half of October. 

Each of the wineries 
should be visited. Some are 
larger and more 
automated than others. 
Two are in the city and 
offer very little country 
flavor, while others are 
located among the 
vineyards and have more 
atmosphere. All wineries 
offer free tasting, a tour 
among giant casks and 
barrels and an explanation 
of winemaking. 

The first suggested stop 
in Paw Paw is the St 
Julian Winery, 716 S. 
Kalamazoo. Relocating 
from Windsor to Michigan 
in 1933, St Julian’s is the 
state’s oldest winery. After 
a stop at the tasting room, 
visitors are escorted on a 
45-mimte tour through the 
winery to see vats which 
hold 1.5 million gallons of 
wine.

“WOW was designed to 
uncomplicate the car for 
women,” according to John 
Farley, Service In- 
formation and Planning 
Manager, for Chrysler’s 
U.S. Automotive Service 
Division. “It explains the 
mechanical operation of an 
automobile, how to 
recognize serious car 
trouble, and what easy 
corrective measures the 
average woman driver can 
undertake herself if she has 
a minor problem with her 
car. 

“When a lady finishes the 
four WOW sessions, she

“Miss Dig,” a 
cooperative program 
among utilities and con- 
tractors to increase public 
safety efficiency and 
continuity of utility ser- 
vice. has spread to all 68 
counties of the Lower 
Peninsula. 

“Miss Dig” has suc- 
ceeded in reducing in- 
stances of damaged utility 
lines in 38 eastern and 
central Michigan counties 
and now has been ex- 
panded toTnclude the other 
30 Lower Peninsula 
counties of western 
Michigan. Plans already 
are underway to include 
the Upper Peninsula in 
1976. 

The “Miss Dig” program 
prevents damage to un- 
derground utility lines by 
providing a toll free 
statewide telephone 
number — 800482-7171 — 
that can be called by 
contractors and the 
general public before 
digging, blasting or 
drilling. 

Through a computerized 
communication system, 
headquartered in Royal 
Oak, all participating 
utilities are notified by 
teletype of the impending 
work. If any of them have 
underground facilities at 
the work location, they will 
dispatch field personnel to 
identify their facilities with 
color-coded marks, at no 
cost to the contractor. 

Forty-eight hours ad- 
vance notice is asked. 

The program began in 
November 1970 in south 
Oakland County. The 
sponsors are Consumers 
Power Co., General 
Telephone, Michigan 
Consolidated Gas., 
Michigan Bell and Detroit 
Edison. 

The first “Miss Dig” 
telephone number spelled 
M-I-S-S D-I-G and still is 
used in the Detroit metro 
area. 

Executive secretary of 
the program is Michael G. 
Digon, a gas division 
supervisor for Consumers 
Power, now working 
fulltime for the “Miss Dig” 
program.

“More than a quarter of 
a million calls have been 
received since the program 
was begun,” he said. “One 
contractor told me he has 
reduced his accidents with 
utility lines by 90 percent” 

Digon noted that Public 
Act 53, which became law 
in April, requires any 
contractor or other person 
who plans to dig or drill 
with power equipment or 
blast with explosives will 
notify utilities 48 hours or 
two working days before 
excavation begins. 

“Although the law 
doesn't require a person 
digging with hand tools to 
notify the utilities, we urge 
anyone planning to dig at 
least 12 inches below 
ground level to call the 
‘Miss Dig’ number,” Digon 
said. 

Several thousand con- 
tractors will use the ex- 
panded statewide service. 
Many in the western part of 
Michigan already have 
been using a service called 
CON A (Contractors One 
N\i mber Alert), 
headquartered in Grand 
Rapids. CONA will become 
a part of the “Miss Dig” 
system, whose formal title 
is Utility Communication 
System.

Fourteen operators are 
on duty for calls made be- 
tween 6 a m. and 7 pm. 
Monday through Friday. 
Weekend calls and calls 
made after hours will be 
handled by a recording that 
will advise the caller whom 
to contact if an emergency 
such as water main breaks, 
sewer repairs or other vital 
underground service, 
requires location of un- 
derground facilities. 

Digon said utilities 
estimate about 50 percent 
fewer accidents since the 
program began, despite 
increased excavation 
activity. 

The “Miss Dig” program 
has received prominent 
recognition throughout the 
nation as a model utility 
damage prevention 
program. As a result, the 
National Utility Con- 
tractors Association 
awarded George Kaston, a 
Consumers Power gas 
distribution superin- 
tendent, the ‘ ‘Safety Man of 
the Year” award for his 
significant role in 
developing the Miss Dig 
program.
